It  is  altogether  fitting  that  the  woman 
of  the  congregation  chosen  to  be  the 
first  honored  is  Mrs.  Abraham  N.  Geller, 
formerly  Chairman  of  Women  s  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  U.J.A.  For  fifteen  years 
Dorothy  Geller  has  been  affiliated  with 
the  Synagogue  and  during  that  time  an 
active  member  of  Sisterhood.  She  has 
been  working  for  U.J.A.  for  the  past  ten 
\  ears,  since  the  first  United  campaign 
be^an  in  1939.  She  started  this  work  as 
a  member  of  the  U.J.A.  Committee  of 
the  Sisterhood,  then  as  its  Chairman. 
She  has  served  in  many  capacities  in 
the  same  organization,  until  for  the  past 
two  years  acted  as  one  of  its  Chairmen. 

Dorothy  Geller's  devotion  to  Judaism 
and  Zionism  has  found  other  outlets  as 
well.  She  has  long  been  a  member  of 
Hadassah  and  the  Women  s  League  for 
Palestine,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  the  New  York  United  Palestine  Ap¬ 
peal. 

Former  Chairman  of 
Board  of  Trustee  Honored 

When  the  words  ‘‘stand  forth”  to  com¬ 
plete  the  reading  of  the  very  last  portion 
of  the  Torah  are  pronounced,  Judge 
Bernard  Botein  will  step  forward  as  the 
Hathan  Torah.

Daily  Evening  Worship  .... 
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From  The  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Kertzer 

Gabriel  Cohen,  the  intrepid  publisher 
of  the  National  Jewish  Post,  does  not 
hesitate  to  blow  an  editorial  trumpet  that 
will  stir  up  a  good  deal  of  controversy. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  he  had  the  temerity 
to  predict  that  the  year  5709  would  wit¬ 
ness  an  upsurge  of  Jewish  activity.  The 
synagogues  would  be  more  crowded  than 
ever,  and  active  participation  in  Jewish 
affairs  would  be  very  much  in  evidence. 

I  think  that  Gabe  Cohen  was  treading 
on  fairly  safe  ground.  The  year  5708, 
the  most  exciting  year  in  modern  Jewish 
history,  furnished  us  with  enough  stimu¬ 
lus  to  create  an  interest  in  things  Jewish. 
It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  that  in¬ 
terest  will  be  translated  into  action,  into 
active  participation  in  our  religious  and 
cultural  life. 

As  these  words  are  written,  Rosh 
Hashanah  has  come  and  gone,  leaving 
a  very  pleasant  taste,  I  believe,  for  all 
of  us.  There  seemed  to  be  a  larger  at¬ 
tendance  at  service,  and  according  to  the 
Herald  Tribune,  that  experience  was 
shared  by  many  New  York  synagogues. 
But  more  important,  a  warm  and  buoy¬ 
ant  spirit  seemed  to  pervade  the  atmos¬ 
phere  in  the  neighborhood  of  50  East 
87  Street.  I  had  the  feeling  that  most  of 
us  were  saying,  some  of  us  for  the  first 
time  in  our  lives:  “It’s  good  to  be  a 
Jew.” 

It  may  be  good  to  be  a  Jew,  but  U  s 
not  easy  to  be  a  good  Jew.  By  good,  I 
mean  an  informed  Jew. 


This  year,  our  Adult  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  is  offering  the  membership  of  our 
congregation  an  ideal  instrument  that 
will  help  us  to  be  good — and  informed 
Jews. 

The  Committee,  under  the  able  leader¬ 
ship  of  Dorothy  Geller  and  Celia.  Stark- 
man,  and  our  Chairman,  Harold  Levin, 
will  offer  Home  Study  Courses  that  vie 
with  some  of  our  colleges  in  the  variety 
of  topics  offered. 

For  any  ten  to  fifteen  couples  in  the 
congregation,  such  courses  as  The  State 
of  Israel  To-Day,  Religion  and  Psychia¬ 
try,  Conversational  Hebrew,  Compara¬ 
tive  Religion,  Elementary  Hebrew  (to 
he  taught  by  one  of  our  own  members, 
Mrs.  Hernfan  Weiss),  Modern  Palestin¬ 
ian  Hebrew,  Jewish  Music  Appreciation, 
the  Ethics  of  the  Fathers,  the  Language 
of  Prayer,  the  Future  of  the  American 
Jew,  Jewish  Current  Events  analyzed 
as  they  happen,  and  many  others  will  be 
offered. 

There  are  two  ways  of  joining  one  of 
these  groups,  which  will  meet  in  one  an¬ 
other’s  homes  at  intervals  of  two,  three 
or  four  weeks,  or  as  the  group  deter¬ 
mines.  Either  get  in  touch  with  Mrs. 
Geller  or  Mrs.  Starkman,  or  call  either 
Rabbi  Steinberg  or  myself  to  say  that 
you  are  prepared  to  organize  a  group 
of  your  friends  for  a  course.  Or  com¬ 
municate  with  us  your  interest  in  a  spe¬ 
cific  course,  and  you  will  be  invited  to 
register. 

Those  of  you  who  know  me  well  will 
recall  the  peculiar  bee  in  my  own  bon¬ 
net.  I  still  hope  some  day  to  offer  a 
course  in  the  summer  that  will  involve 
a  trip  to  Israel.  The  first  time  Mrs. 
Kertzer  and  I  visited  Palestine,  back  in 
1936,  there  was  no  inflation,  round  trip 
tourist  was  $306.00.  Today  it  is  exactly 
double.  Yet  I’m  still  hoping. 

But  don’t  let  this  rather  idle  excursion 
distract  you  from  the  main  thought  of 
my  message.  We  should  he  happy  to  see 
a  score  of  Home  Study  Courses  operat¬ 
ing  simultaneously  within  the  family  of 
the  Synagogue.  By  Rosh  Hashanah  5710, 
we  may  be  able  to  say:  “It’s  good  to  be 
a  Jew”  with  a  real  sense  of  accomplish¬ 
ment.

Gurfein,  affirmative,  Mathew  M.  Levy, 
negative,  with  Victor  J.  Herwitz,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Men’s  Club  acting  as  Chair¬ 
man  for  the  evening’s  discussion. 

Murray  I.  Gurfein  was  for  many  years 
associated  with  Mr.  Dewey  as  his  Chief 
Assistant  in  the  District  Attorney’s  of¬ 
fice.  He  was  head  of  the  Rackets  Bureau 
of  that  office.  During  the  war  he  served 
with  O.S.S.  from  which  he  was  dis¬ 
charged  as  a  Lt.  Colonel,  after  having  re¬ 
ceived  important  decorations,  including 
the  Order  of  the  British  Empire.  He  has 
been  identified  prominently  with  Zionism 
for  many  years  and  represented  the  Jew¬ 
ish  Agency  last  year  in  a  U.N.  inquiry 
which  took  him  to  Palestine.  He  is  pres¬ 
ently  practicing  law  in  partnership  with 
Oren  Judd,  formerly  New  York  State 
Solicitor  General. 

Mathew  M.  Levy  is  a  former  Judge 
of  the  Municipal  Court.  He  is  a  prom¬ 
inent  labor  attorney  who  has  been  active 
in  many  civic,  legal  and  Jewish  projects 
and  is  now  the  Bronx  Chairman  of  the 
Liberal  Party  and  State  Chairman  of 
that  party’s  Law  Committee.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Jewish  Federation  and  also  of  Lebanon 
Hospital. 

An  innovation  in  Men’s  Club’s  ac¬ 
tivities  was  the  invitation  extended  to 
the  ladies  of  the  Synagogue  to  attend 
the  evening’s  discussion  with  their  hus¬ 
bands.  Because  this  is  a  presidentia1  elec 
tion  year,  and  because  of  the  wide  in¬ 
terest  in  the  subject  and  the  many 
requests  received,  a  large  audience  at¬ 
tended  and  participated  in  the  discus¬ 
sion.

Unusual  Religious  Gifts 
Donated  by  Congregants 

Each  year  our  congregation  receives, 
by  way  of  thanksgiving  offering  or  me¬ 
morial,  gifts  for  the  adornment  of  the 
Synagogue  or  for  use  in  the  liturgy. 

Among  this  year's  gifts  is  one  which 
will  catch  the  eye  and  stir  the  heart  of 
every  worshiper.  It  is  a  curtain  for  the 
Ark,  a  Paroches  as  it  is  known  tradi¬ 
tionally,  which  has  been  embroidered  by 
Mrs.  Anna  Edelman.  Mrs.  Edelman  has 
done  the  piece  in  tribute  to  her  late 
husband,  Morris,  long  a  leader  in  the 
life  of  our  fellowship  and,  during  years 
before  his  demise,  one  of  its  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents. 

Mrs.  Edelman,  of  whose  artistry  with 
the  needle  the  congregation  has  already 
had  evidence  in  our  embroidered  pulpit 
cloths,  derived  the  inspiration  for  her 
design  from  a  Renaissance  Jewish 
Parodies  of  which,  however,  she  made 
her  own  free  adaptation.  Her  curtain 
will  be  draped  behind  the  Ark  doors. 
The  latter  will  be  opened  as  the  Service 
begins;  the  former  whenever  the  Torah 
is  to  be  disclosed. 

Another  significant  gift  is  a  Sliofai, 
an  heirloom  in  his  family,  given  by  Mr. 
Henry  Kr  insky.  This  S  ho  far  will  be 
sounded  during  the  forthcoming  High 
Holydays. 

Another  extraordinary  gift  is  that  of 
a  Spice  Box  for  Havdalah,  of  South  Ger¬ 
man  origin,  made  in  the  shape  of  the 
Tower  Gate  of  Frankfurt.  This  rare  an¬ 
tique  piece  was  purchased  for  and  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  congregation  by  Mr.  Ed¬ 
ward  Munves.

School  Highlights 

The  School  Board  has  approved  the 
purchase  of  a  16  mm.  Sound  Projector 
for  the  use  of  the  Religious  School. 
Bulletin  Boards  and  Library  Tables  will 
also  be  provided  for  each  of  the  class¬ 
rooms.  We  are  confident  that  these 
teaching  aids  will  enrich  the  school  ex¬ 
periences  of  our  children. 

An  extensive  music  program  has  been 
arranged  for  the  students  of  the  Religi¬ 
ous  School.  Hebrew  folk  music  and  syna¬ 
gogue  music  will  be  taught  to  all  classes 
as  part  of  the  regular  curriculum  by 
Miss  Leah  Krohn,  our  music  teacher. 
Opportunity  will  be  given  to  the  special¬ 
ly  gifted  students  to  join  a  school  choir 
which  will  perform  on  holiday  programs 
and  at  Junior  Congregation. 

The  members  of  last  term’s  Class  7 
were  promoted  to  Confirmation  Class  1, 
instead  of  to  “Class  8”.  This  change  in 
class  designation  has  occasioned  a  new 
sense  of  unity  and  seriousness  of  pur¬ 
pose  in  the  work  of  the  class.  After  a 
successful  year,  the  students  will  con¬ 
tinue  through  Confirmation  Class  2,  and 
final  confirmation  services.  Under  the 
leadership  of  its  teachers,  Messrs.  Hahn 
and  Rubinstein,  the  class  will  begin  an 
intensive  study  of  the  Bible  and  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Jews  in  the  United  States 
in  addition  to  the  usual  confirmation 
preparation.
